Sam Jones drew two of the lai _ 
audiences into the Pavilion yesterday 
that have ever assembled in that btrilding» 
it being estimated that at the afternoon 
service there were 4,500 people within 
its walls. 
80 thickly did the crowd poor 
in that at laet there was scarcely stand- 
room, and guards were placed at the en­ 
trances to the staircases to prevent any 
more people from passing into the gal­ 
leries, as it was feared that it wonld 
break down. The stage was occupied by 
members of the Young Men's Christian 
Association and a 
number of loeal 
preachers, a small section being reserved 
as a pulpit. Into it, at about 3 :30 o’clock 
was ushered Sam Jones, and a general 
craning of necks at once took place, aa 
everyone was anxions to see what sort of 
a looking individual the celebrated evan­ 
gelist was. They saw a tall, slight, black- 
mustaclied and b'ack haired individnal 
of about 32 years of age, carefully dressed 
in a suit of glossy black which set off 
resplendently about half a sec tion of im­ 
maculate shirt front. 
A satisfied sm ile 
stole over his naturally pallid face as be 
looked around on his immense audience, 
and then with an enunciation that ap­ 
peared to be without effort on his part be 
spoke in a clear, ringing voice, every syl­ 
lable that he uttered being perfectly audi­ 
ble in the remotest comer of the building. 
Being a religious gathering the audience 
felt somewhat constrained at first as re­ 
gards applause, but when Jones warmed 
up to bis work the bonds broke loose, 
and from that time to the close of the ser­ 
vice vigorous applause and hearty laugh­ 
ter was in order. 
The evangelist’s style of oratory was 
truly original. 
He intioduced slang, told 
unecdotes, stormed and became pathetic 
all fcin a moment, and 
gave good evi­ 
dence that bis lungs were sound, for 
when 
excited 
he 
talked 
load 
enough 
to 
have 
been 
beard 
on 
the 
opposite 
side 
of 
the 
Sixth 
Street Park. 
Speaking of evangelists, 
He said that he had an utter contempt 
for a man who went about the country 
preaching without anyone knowing what 
sect he belonged to. “ I am a Methodist/* 
shouted Sam, “and so was my father 
and grandfather and great-grandfather, ** 
whereupon all the Methodists present 
stamped their feet and clapped their 
hands with delight. He spoke for over 
an hour and tben announcing that he 
would give another address in the even­ 
ing, he dismissed his auditors with a 
benediction, and told them that if they 
wanted to come and hear him again be 
would be glad to see them, but if they 
d id not care about coming h e did not 
want them. 
At the evening service there was the 
same surging crowd, filling every nook 
and corner, sitting on the steps and 
clinging to the posts in a desire to get a 
glimpse of the orator. 
Some of his re­ 
marks are worth reproducing, as there 
is no doubt that Sam Jones is a wilty as 
well as a verbose speaker. He said that 
a man who was politically corrupt conld 
not 
be 
personally 
pure 
and then 
aunched forth in a tirade on the utter­ 
ances of the 
administrations of the 
American people. 
“ What can a State 
expect that has a swill-tub for a Gov­ 
ernor and meal-tubs looking after its 
cities?’’ he asked, and then continued: 
I made that remark in a city in Mis­ 
souri and some of its residents the next 
day asked me if I intended it for a per­ 
sonal insult to them. 
I replied by 
quoting the old proverb that if the shoe 
fits, wear it.”

There 
is some very heavy work this side of the 
river, as big rock cuts and excavations 
have to be encountered. Those in charge 
of the work though, say that the new 
track and bridge will be ready for the 
trains by the 1st of May.

The Daiy Street Car. 
In reference to th e com plaints about 
the Daly street car line, Mr. J. C. Rob­ 
inson, Superintendent of the Los An­ 
geles Cable Company, says that no 
change has been m ade in the workings 
of this line. The car runs upon exactly 
the same time, every twenty minutes, 
from 5 :48 a. m . to 10:40 p . m. 
It runs 
simply for the accommodation of resi­ 
dents along the route. 
No fares are 
taken, all passengers being transferred 
to and from the other lines free of 
charge, consequently this line turns in 
no revenue w hatever to the company. 
Mr. Robinson further states th at it 
would not be piacticable to make any 
changes at present owing to the work of 
cable construction. 
No communications 
have been addressed to him on the sub­ 
ject, or he weuld have explained the 
strong desire he has to render every pos­ 
sible accommodation to all sections of 
their patrons, and th a t directly the cable 
line on Downey avenue is completed, he 
proposes to make such changes not 
only on the Daly street line, but upon all 
other routes, th at will, he is very confi­ 
dent, m eet with universal satisfaction. 


A Sidew alk Mematlon.

W hen the cars were first con­ 
structed they were made with a ventilat­ 
ing shutter inside, and this was opened 
or shut, according to the tem perature of 
the country through which the car was 
to pass. A later model, however, had 
the shutters on the outside, so that they 
could be arranged by the trainm en dur­ 
ing transit, and by this m eans the differ­ 
en t tem peratures through which a car 
from the coast to the east passes were 
regulated. The device has proved so 
good that it has been decided to fix all 
the cars in that m anner, and a first in­ 
stallm ent of fifty has been sent in to Mr.

T he certainty that Los Angeles is to 
have a new transcontinental railway 
w ith an Eastern term inus at Chicago, 
and that the Union Pacific Railway peo 
pie are behind the scheme, is a guarantee 
th a t we shall have a doubled population 
in this city and county w ithin five years 
from to-day. 
_________ 


Los a n g e l e s is to have a Federal 
building at last. The 
H e b a l d to-day 
has an advertisement inviting bids for 
the construction of the building. 
It is 
somewhat unfortunate 
and does not 
argue a very high degree of business per­ 
spicacity on the part of the Government 
th a t no means are afforded contractors 
of this city to make such bids. 
San 
Francisco is the nearest point where 
plans and specifications can be seen. It 
is not unreasonable to think th at builders 
on the spot could underbid those at 
distance. But they are not given any op­ 
portunity ; nor can this oversight be rem ­ 
edied now, for the reason that all bids 
m ust be in the office at Washington by 
February 5, 1889—about three weeks 
from th is date. 


T h e taxpayers of Los Angeles are at 
last beginning to take an interest in the 
expenditures of the large sums of money 
which have been yearly collected in this 
city and connty. In the m atter of roads 
the outlays have been by all standards 
simply outrageous, and the other items 
are equally extravagant. The Board of 
Trade or Cham ber of Commerce ought 
to appoint an expert to go through the 
county’s books and make a detailed re­ 
port covering all the heads of expendi­ 
ture. Nothing will contribute so much 
to give confidence to intending investors 
as to know that honesty and accounta­ 
bility characterize the outlays of our city 
and county governments. 
Only in this 
way can we insure a low rate of taxa­ 
tion. 


R um or has it that there is considerable 
stir on the part of owners of property 
along Main, Spring and other streets 
near the business center of Los Angeles, 
who are making preparations to goon 
with no small am ount of building. Dur­ 
ing the unprecedented rush of the past 
three or four years m aterial and labor 
were very coetly, and structures put up 
during that period cost a great deal of 
money. The high rents to be bad, and 
the fact that tenants could be secured for 
premises before the cellars over which 
they were to stand had been excavated, 
stim ulated such building. 
Now the 
property owner cannot reap two harvests 
th e same day. 
If a clamorous demand 
for stores and rooms is heard there will 
be a busy effort 
made to meet it, 
and material 
and 
labor 
will 
skim 
some of the cream off the pan. 
But if 
there is some cessation or toning down 
in these notes of clamor and the rush of 
construction is over, then the forehanded 
m an can build at his leisure and pay more 
reasonable prices for lum ber, iron, mor­ 
tar and muscle. 
This is how they look 
at the m atter. 
In m any cases business 
m en bought lots while they were cheap, 
intending to improve them for their own 
nse. 
The extrem e cost has deterred 
them from this, but now they see their 
way towards the accomplishment of their 
purpose. 
And those who wish to im­ 
prove in order to rent say they can save 
a couple of years rent in the smaller cost 
of a block, and therefore can afford to 
take some chances as to finding a tenant. 
Then there are many business men who 
are now paying very high rents, and 
would be glad to move a little further 
from the very center of activity if they 
could secure desirable premises at lower 
rants. This reasoning on the part of lot 
owners seems to be sound. 


E v en at San Francisco Eastern butter is 
received in carloads all through the fall 
of the year. I t is a sin and shame that 
any portion of California should be de­ 
pendent on an% part of the E ast for any 
product of the soil. There is nothing 
which any Eastern State produces which 
California cannot excel in. Los Angeles 
Is particularly a fine dairy section, and 
th is section ought to ship both butter 
and cheese by the carload. Pou^ry and 
eggs are also daily necessities of the 
hoosehonld which we allow the superior 
thrift of the Kansas granger to shove on 
ws, whereas we should turn the tables on 
him . Instead of paying out money day 
by day for w hat we eat and drink, we 
ought to be deriving coin in cartloads 
from all parts of the world from the 
m atchless products of our soil. This 
State needs a million m en to make them ­ 
selves rich by taking up sm all farms and 
developing the rich resources of this 
State. To supply the hom e m arket with 
daily necessities Los Angeles county 
needs one thousand such m en to settle 
on fu lfil farm s, and go into the same 
line of enterprise. Each family which 
this spring joins the grand arm y of Los 
Angeles grangers will bless the day they 
took so wise a step, sn d th e happy guid­ 
ing star which led them here to do it. 


T ec h n ic a l E d u cation a n d th e P u b ­ 
lic Schools. 
Few subjects are engrossing more of 
public attention just now than th at of 
technical education. The question of in­ 
troducing more or less of manual train­ 
ing into the public school system is being 
seriously discussed. That it should meet 
with most strenuous opposition on the 
doorsteps of these institutions, need sur­ 
prise none of us. The average teachor 
goes into the schools as the average law­ 
yer goes into his profession, or the aver­ 
age doctor into his. It is Bimply what 
seems to him the best mode for him to 
make a living. At present the system of 
public instruction in practice is altogether 
intellectual. The teachers are not pre 
pared to give instruction in any depart­ 
ment of manual training. They cannot 
set type, engrave on wood, make shoes 
or fit dresses. Some of the female mem­ 
bers of the profession are poor hands at 
plain sewing. Their own training has at 
all times been purely mental, and they 
are not equipped to train others outside 
of purely intellectual work. To encour­ 
age manual training in the schools would 
be in greater or less measure to encour­ 
age that which would take Othello’s oc­ 
cupation from him and turn him adrift in 
a cold word. The opposition and argu­ 
ments of the average teacher, therefore, 
as to manual training in the public 
schools, must be taken with much salt. 
At a recent meeting of the teachers of 
this State this subject came up, and men 
like Professor Campbell were very out­ 
spoken on the subject. Let us see what 
their grounds of objections are. One is 
in the straight line of beggging the ques­ 
tion. I t was pleaded that for a great 
majority of children the school days are 
all the time they have for pure mental 
training, and much emphasis was laid 
on the elevated intellectual status of the 
average American citizen attained by 
means of our public school system . In 
this latter argum ent there is much truth ; 
in the former there is none. The public 
schools of America have done and are 
doing much to put the manhood of our 
people on a high plane of usefulness and 
of enjoyment in life. Those who plead 
for manual training in the school do it 
with the object in view of enhancing 
rather than of diminishing this result. 
Those who oppose this policy are stand­ 
ing in the way of this, however uncon­ 
scious they may be of it. Their prejudice 
m akes them unsafe judges. 
Taking our own State, we find that 
a large majority of our children may, if 
they will, attend school a large part of 
each year all the way from six or seven 
years to fifteen or even eighteen years of 
age. 
That is a long period, and much 
ought to be possible during it. 
From 
the time the boy or girl leaves school 
until 
death term inates their earthly 
career, each day, eveu though an indi­ 
vidual should have to rival in senility 
the record of the century-living crow, 
should be one of intellectual progress. 
W ith our public prints, our public 
libraries and cheap books within reach oi 
all, it is a m an’s or woman’s own fault, 
however busy the life of that man or 
woman may be, if mental betterm ent is 
not a process going forward every day 
while life lasts. 
Professor Campbell and other teachers 
of his calibre also claim that it is a mis­ 
take to say that too much m ental train­ 
ing and the neglect of m anual prac­ 
tice such as characterizes our public 
school system tends to 
superinduce 
physical laziness and a contempt for 
manual occupations. The m an who de­ 
nies the correctness of this view has 
dim eyes, or takes off the edge of their 
keenness by spectacles supplied by hiB 
own prejudices. 
He cannot have fol­ 
lowed with much closeness of interest 
the career of his own pupils after they 
have left the high schools. 
San Fran­ 
cisco is overrun with hoodlums, male 
and female, who have been spoiled in 
the public schools. And it stands to 
reason th at this should be so. The poet 
may sneer at the narrowing effects of 
use and w ant; but it is habit that 
much as natural bent makes us what we 
8re. 
The lazy, effeminate, sluggish boy 
is one who has never learned by actual 
experience the exhilaration that comes 
from physical exercise. The slothful, 
sluggish girl is the one most easily 
drawn down into the 
impure 
and 
loathsome 
levels 
of 
sensual 
in­ 
dulgence. 
To 
bring 
up 
boy 
or 
girl 
to 
an 
almost 
utter 
ignorance of how to employ their hand?, 
and the muscles of the other parts of 
their physical being until they are nearly 
of m ature age is sure to make manual 
occupation 
and 
physical 
exertion 
iiksome in the extreme. 
No system 
of education is worthy the name, or be­ 
comes a progressive and wise people 
which is one-sided. The body requires 
and deserves quite as much attention as 
the mind. The hand, the eye, all the 
muscular part of the m an should be 
trained and educated as well as the pow­ 
ers of the mind. 
The trouble with our present system in 
the public schools is that it is too theoret­ 
ical, too little practical. 
Too many 
branches of study are cultivated to allow 
of the reaching of the fruit of perfection 
in any. 
A boy of ten years old, in some 
of 
our 
^JPrimary 
schools, 
and 
that in small country, towns where 
the period of goiDg to school is much 
shorter than in the cities, is found learn- 
iag the nam es of all the bones in the 
body. 
He does 
not 
mention 
one 
solitary fact in connection with them be­ 
yond the 
mere names of Latin or 
Greek derivation. 
He knows the carpal, 
m etacarpal,tarsal and m etatarsal bones; 
the humerus, the ulna and the radiue; 
the femur, the tibia and fibula. 
But he 
knows only the names. 
That is, he is 
increasing his vocabulary of words which 
he will never have occasion to use. 
There might be some use in this know­ 
ledge if it were combined with ever so 
little instruction in hygiene bo that he 
might have some idea how to take care 
of his physical nature and to develop its 
talent and growing powers. 
But that 
would be practical, would tend to health 
getting, health possessing, and indi­ 
rectly to money getting, or at least to an 
ability for m ore successful bread earn­ 
ing, 
and 
as 
such 
no 
doubt 


Professor Cam pbell, and other wist* 
directors of the young and shooting 
idea look upon it with a lofty and philo­ 
sophic contempt. They themselves, no 
doubt, would pass a mine of gold, their 
purely intellectual noses in the air, and 
their exalted 
minds riveted on the 
Pons asinorum .” 
This m atter of m anual training is tak­ 
ing fast hold of the public mind. The 
public schools belong to the public. 
It 
is not a far distant day, when m uch of 
the time now spent in filling the minds 
of children with the to them useless 
terminologies of sciences they are never 
to master, like rubbish is shot in some 
useless hole, will be devoted to the 
learning of some useful trade, to the 
developing of the 
muscles 
of 
the 
body, 
instead 
of 
suffocating 
the 
powers

The wind merely moves, and 
what motion there is comes from the 
broad expanses of the Pacific, and every 
breeze wafts life and strength to all sorts 
of beings, whether anim al or vegetable 


G r e a t activity prevails all over South 
California among the farm ers. Imm ense 
areas of land are being seeded to the 
various cereals, new orchards are being 
planted, and new vineyards too. 
M ary 
acres are being laid down to alfalfa for 
dairy and other uses. 
The husbandm en 
are BOwiDg the seed now while the dews 
distill, and next sum m er they will make 
hay and harvest grain while the cloud­ 
less 3un shines. 


T be K aM u C raze In C a lifo r n ia . 
Our fourth crop of alfalfa has just been 
harvested 'November 1st) and the fields 
are now starting green and luxuriant for 
the winter pasturage. 
There has been 
no frost yet or rain. 
The sun shines 
brightly, and the tem perature is delight­ 
ful. The raisin packers are still busily 
at work, and long trains, carrying noth­ 
ing but raisins, are sent out weekly from 
this San Joaquin valley to Eastern m ar­ 
kets. 
It is estim ated th a t the vineyards 
of California will have put in market 
before the close of the present year 
1,500,000 boxes of raisins at $2 a box. 
$3,000,000; 40,000 tons of table grapes at 
$30 a ton, $1.200,000 ; 
50,000,000 gal 
Ions of wine at 20 cents, $10,000,000; 
1,500 000 gallons of brandy at $1.40. 
$2.100,000—aggregating $16,300,000, an 
income of over $100 per acre for the es­ 
tim ated 150,000 acres of vines now under 
cultivation. 
There 
will 
be 
many 
hundred acres set to raisin grapes about 
Hanford the coming winter and spring, 
in addition to the large vineyards put out 
last spring and those already in bearing. 
There is nothing more pleasing to the 
eye than a twenty, or forty, or eighty- 
acre vineyard,with its straight and seem­ 
ingly endless rows of verdant growth, 
from which are peeping the monstrous 
clusters of ripening Muscats. F. H. Jew­ 
ett, our leading raisin-packer, tells me it 
is a poor vineyard that will not yield 
thirty pounds of Muscats to the vine’ and 
and that tbe yield is oftener forty pounds 
and frequently fifty. Thus it will be seen 
that an acre of 400 or more vines will 
yield from 12,000 to 20,000 pounds to the 
acre of green fruit. A shrinkage of two- 
thirds is allowed in drying, making the 
raisin yield per acre from 4,000 to 6,000 
pounds and over per acre. 
Everyone is after land, and every one, 
when he gets land, is after raisins. 
Ministers, bankers and all—no one is 
exem pt from the land and raisin.craze. 
Rev. Mr. M otherall, pastor of the Pres­ 
byterian Church here, has a raisin vine­ 
yard four years from setting, and was 
offered $120 an acre last August for the 
grapes upon- the vines 
before being 
picked—which he refused. 
After they 
were made into raisins he was offered 
five cents a pound, the estimated crop 
being 4,000 pounds per acre, which offer 
he also refused. If he packs them he 
expects to receive ten cents a pound, 
which will yield him th e very satisfac­ 
tory sum of $400 per acre.’ Nothing 
delighted 
him 
more 
the past sea­ 
son than 
to 
take 
callers through 
his vineyard, lifting 
up 
the vines 
and pointing out the huge clusters. 
He 
thinks some of them were fully as large 
as the famous “ grapes of Eschol.” 8. 
E. Biddle, a banker, tells me he refused 
an offer of $300 an acre for the raisins 
from his 5-year-old vineyard, and ex­ 
pects by packing or selling direct to the 
packers to realize much more. Of course 
the margin between the prices obtained 
for grapes on the vines and the packed 
product is not clear profit. There are 
the pickers to pay and trays and boxes 
to buy, all of which aggregates consider­ 
ably. 
Yet every owner of a large vine­ 
yard will do well to make his own raisins 
and by careful and honest assorting and 
packing he will soon build up an enviable 
reputation and a paying market for his 
individual product. 
It is claimed that ten acres of California 
orchard and vineyard will afford a family 
of five persons a living, and a neat mur­ 
gid at the end of every year. A gentle­ 
man not far from where I live has eleven 
acres, m ainly in 
apricots, 
peaches, 
nectarines and raisin-grapes. Through 
the winter and early spring he prunes 
his trees and vines, plojvs the ground 
and puts everything in “ apple-pie” 
order; in May he cuts and dries his apri­ 
cots; in June, July and August the early 
and late peaches and nectarines; in Sep^ 
tember he picks his first crop of grapes 
and dries them into raisins; in October 
his second crop, 
and in November 
finishes packing and m arketing the 
whole, thus pleasantly and profitably 
rounding out the year w ith a saving of 
$1,200 to $1,500 above expenses.—[E. H. 
Barber, Tulare county, Cal., in the 
. American Agriculturist.

[The death of Mrs. Gould was not 
wholly unexpected, as she lay danger­ 
ously ill for many m onths; not long ago, 
however, she rallied and her physician 
confidently announced that there were 
hopes of her recovery. 
Bulletins as to 
her condition ceased being issued, so the 
news of her death will be read by some, 
perhaps, with some eurDrise. 
W hile the 
world at large has heard little of Mrs. 
Gould in connection with her husband’s 
brilliant achievements in the financial 
world, 
the 
millionaire’s 
domestic 
life 
is

rem arkably happy one. Mrs. Gould is 
represented as having possessed all the 
virtues of a true wife and m other, and 
graces which fitted her for the highest 
position in society.

W a s h in g t o n , January 13.—Commis­ 
sioner of Indian Affairs Oberly, in his 
annual report, discusses the act of June 
29, 1888, by which the authority and 
duties of the Superintendent of Indian 
Schools were extended. 
The Comrnis- 
sioner reaches the conclusion th at the 
most natural, economical and effective 
adm inistration of Indian schools will be 
secured by enlarging the prerogatives of 
the S uperintendent; first, by placing 
under his immediate charge all m atters 
connected with all branches of Indian 
education, instead of restricting him to 
two lines oi work in connection with but 
one class of schools; and Becond, by 
providing that he Bhall perform the 
official functions necessary to discharge 
such enlarged duties, through the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs, under which arrange­ 
ments the Commissioner 
of 
Indian 
Affairs may place at the disposal of the 
Superintendent the entirq, official m a­ 
chinery of the Bureau, by the use of 
which nearly all business in relation to 
Indian schools is and muBt be transacted. 
The Commissioner recom mends some 
im portant changes in the m ethods of 
making purchases of Indian supplies. A 
much more satisfactory .m ethod, he 
thinks, would be for the Indian Bureau 
to subm it to bidders a standard sample 
of each article, instead of having sub­ 
mitted to it a large variety of tarn pies of 
each article. Thus the question of price 
would alone have to be considered in 
awarding contracts, and nothiDg more 
would be required of the Commissioner 
than the making of the award to the 
lowest bidder. 
To make the inspection 
of such goods as blankets, clothes, cloth­ 
ing, etc., infallible, accurately adjusted 
machinery and other appliances for test­ 
ing the strength of fabrics could and 
should be supplied. 
The Commissioner favors the exten­ 
sion of the provisions of the Civil Ser­ 
vice law to the Indian Service, and says 
he would advise this extension to be 
made immediately if he were not fearful 
if taken now it would be robbed of much 
of its effectiveness by being attributed to 
partisan motives. 
In conclusion the Commissioner says 
the Indian is commencing to appreciate 
the fact that he m ust become civilized. 
He must, as he expresses it, “ learn the 
white m an’s way or perish from the face 
of the earth .” 
He should be taught 
how to work, and all schools th at are 
opened 
for 
his 
children should be 
bchools in which they are instructed in 
the use of agricultural and mercantile 
implements, and tbe Indian should be 
taught not only how to work, but also 
that it is bis duty to work, for the de­ 
frauding commission of the terrible res­ 
ervation system gives to the individual 
no incentive to labor, but puts a pre­ 
mium upon idleness anil makes it fash­ 
ionable.

RAISE POULTRY. 
Tlie Industry Recom m ended by an 
Experienced Citizen. 
You cannot do a better service with 
your excellent paper than by urgiDg your 
readers to raise more poultry, not, as has 
been facetiously observed, to raise them 
on dark nights, or employ colored serv­ 
ants to raise them on the way home 
from prayer-meetings; but in the good 
old legitimate way of setting a biddy or 
an incubator, and producing a plentiful 
crop of chicks in the regulation period of 
twenty-one days. Probably there is no 
other article for which there is required so 
little time as a crop of chickens. The 
money necessary is very little. For less 
than a hundred dollars <an be had a 
three hundred egg incubator, with the 
neceeeary brooders and eggs for setting. 
Almost any dwelling has a convenient 
back-room or outhouse suitable for its 
accommodation. 
Very little time is 
necessary to be given to it during incu­ 
bation. At ten or twelve weeks old the 
chickens are ready for sale as broilers 
and thus, in fifteen weeks from the be­ 
ginning 
is 
a cron 
ready for 
sale 
for 
which there is always 
a good demand for cash—no credit. 
The incubator, of course, can be kept 
always running so that a fresh crop can 
be produced every three or four weeks 
throughout the year. The value of this 
crop—twenty-five dozen broilers (the 
percentage of loss in hatching is very 
small) every four weeks any one can 
figure up for himself by ascertaining 
what he can get for them in the local 
markets, or from dealers who ship to 
San Francisco. If this outfit be too 
costly for the purse, there are smaller 
ones for less than $30, or in default 
of even that, a few setting hens, 
which beat nothing a lonir ways. If 
anyone doubts the market for these 
things, let him consider the immense 
amount of them we are daily buying 
from "the States," the frequency with 
which carloadB from the East are side­ 
tracked here and sold, and that as high 
as eighteen carloads (about 3,300 each) 
have been brought to Los Angeles from 
the East in a single week. How much 
good money are we thus sending away 
that we ought to keep at home? 
Enough to make us poor and keep us 
poor—and serve us right, too, for being 
too lazy or incompetent to feed ourselves. 
Whv, I am told that Pasadena alone pays 
$3,000 a week for Eastern eggs, chickens 
and butter. I believe there is a moral 
here which can be found without the aid 
of a lantern, and that he who reads may, 
if he will, run in a wiser road hereafter, 
and that even if we be not so pretty, we 
may at least have more sense and more 
money in 1889 than in the year of grace 
just closed.—[Charles A. Gardner in Pas­ 
adena Star.

What the Legislators are 
Doing at Sacramento 


THE 
WOBK 
BEFORE 
THEM. 


Interesting Letters From the Seat 
of War—Bills to be In­ 
troduced. 


Special C o r r e s p o n d e n c e o f t h e H e r a l d | 
Sacramento, January 9, 1889. 
Three blessed days of the twenty 
eighth session of the California Legisla 
ture have already gone, and the only 
thing thus far accomplished has been a 
wide-spread distribution of the plums of 
patronage. It is not expected th at all 
the introductory formalities will have 
been gone through with before the end 
of the week; and “ my honorable and 
patriotic constituents” will have to wait 
until the opening of the second week of 
the session before they can reasonably 
expect the sapient law-makers to take up 
and consider their im portant business in­ 
terests. 
Hon. S. M. W hite, during his occu- 
S 
ncy of the chair two years ago,showed 
mself such an efficient officer that he 
easily became the all but unanimous 
choice of the present Senate. 
He was so 
great a favorite, indeed, that his non­ 
election would have been an utter im­ 
possibility. 
The newspaper m en have not been 
overlooked in the distribution of offices. 
The secretaryship of the Senate has been 
S 
ven to Mr. Geo. W. Peckham, pub- 
iher of the Watsonville Trantcript, as 
a reward for the valuable services ren­ 
dered by that gentleman to his party. Mr. 
Peckham was not a “ slate” candidate 
for the position, but managed to defeat 
the Buekley candidate by a slight major­ 
ity in the caucus. 
Peckham is a Demo­ 
crat of high standing in the party and is 
certainly entitled to th e honor which the 
Senate has conferred upon him . The 
Assembly has also looked to the journal­ 
istic fraternity for a Secretary, or Chief 
C lerk, as the House Secretary is called, 
and has selected Ed. E. Leak, of the 
.Oixon Tribune, for the office. 
Governor W aterman 
this afternoon 
transm itted his first biennial message to 
the Senate and Assembly, and it was 
made by both Houses a special order for 
to-morrow morning at 11:30 o’clock. 
A fter the disposition of this document 
there will rem ain only the adoption of 
the am ended rales of both Houses and 
the appointment of the various commit­ 
tees, when the introduction of bills and 
the actual business of the session will 
begin. 
It must be said tin t the Los Angeles 
delegation in the present Legislature is 
equal, if not superior, in point of political 
intelligence and parliam entary knowl­ 
edge, to that sent by any section of the 
S tite. No member of either House can 
at all compare with Senator W hite in all 
that goes to make up a legislator of polish 
and power. 
The bill for the division of Los Angeles 
county will be introduced in the House 
bv Assemblyman Edwards of Orange. 
Toe sense of |th e delegation seems to be 
against the division, and the opinion 
generally prevails th a t the bill cannot 
pass at this session. 
The new charter for Los Angeles city, 
it is thought, will m eet with but little 
opposition and can hardly fail of passage 


S a c r a m e n t o, January 10,1889. 
Both houEes of the Legislature having 
at last completed th e work of organiza­ 
tion, it is now a lees difficult task to in­ 
duce members to enter into the details of 
measures which they intend to intro­ 
duce. There is scarcely a representative 
in either house who is not already in 
active preparation of one or more bills. 
Borne of these smack so strongly of 
“ special legislation” that, w ithout'the 
strongest possible combinations, their 
fram ers can never hope to push them 
beyond a first reading. 
Some, however, 
are more reasonable in their provisions, 
and a brief outline of a few of the most 
popular among them may not prove 
altogether uninteresting to the readers of 
th e H erald. 
At least two new city charters are to be 
lubm itted to the present Legislature for 
ratification, with a possibility of a third. 
The Los Angeles and Oakland delega­ 
tions will unite th eir strength for the 
passage of both charters, and the San 
Diego contingent will fall in line, making 
a triple combination, if their charter is 
brought up at this session. 
Senator 
Bowers, of San Diego, informs me, how­ 
ever, that this is somewhat doubtful, ow­ 
ing to the tardy efforts of the San Diego 
Committee of Citisens appointed for the 
fram ing of the docum ent. It is not at 
all unlikely, iu any event, that the San 
Diego delegation will come to the assist­ 
ance of Los Angeles and Oakland, so 
that the ratification of these two charters 
is almost a foregone conclusion. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany will figure more or le s conspicu­ 
ously at this session, notwithstanding 
numerous protestations to the contrary. 
The railroad people will likely not take 
th e 
initiative 
in legislative matters 
as 
at 
some 
previous 
sessions, 
but 
will 
be 
draw n 
into 
it 
a e 
defendants of th eir interests against 
certain measures directed against them. 
Senator Jones, of Butte county, is already 
engaged upon a measure which will 
doubtless awaken the liveliest antagonism 
of the railroad companies. It changes 
the manner of the assessm ent of railroad 
property in the State, so that said prop­ 
erty will be assessed in each county sep­ 
arately. The State Board of Equalization 
will also have a similar bill presented. 
This, it is said, will be much hareher ic 
its term s than the Jones bill. 
Another prospective measure which is 
being generally commented upon, pro­ 
poses making the office of State Printer 
an elective one. Friends of this bill state 
as their r a one for the change, th at the 
office has so rapidly grown in importance 
th at the people, and hot the Governor, 
should nam e the man who M ida it. The 
bill, however, is not popular, and the 
preponderance of legislative opinion is to 
the effect th at it will die in committee. 
A bill has been prepared by the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction pro­ 
viding for the prompt pavm ent of teach­ 
ers’ salaries and doing away with the dis-, 
counting of their warrants. It will also 
require th at all redistricting of public [ 
school districts shall be done between 
th e first day of February and the first f 
day of May. 
Under the present law the 
redistricting may be done at any time 
and the result in nearly every instance 
has been, it is claim ed, squabbles among 
th e trustees and quarrels over funds, etc. 
Among the most important of the new 
bills is that in course of preparation by 
Assemblyman M. D. Hyde of Alameda, 
which calls tor an appropriation of $60,000 
as a “starter” for the building andmain- 
ienance of ft State Industrial School. The 


institution, according to the provisions of 
the bill, is to be located at some point 
not 
less 
than 
fifty 
miles 
from 
the city of 
San 
Francisco, eo as 
to 
be 
safely 
removed 
from 
contaminating influences, 
and is de­ 
signed, not for youthful criminals, but 
for boys of wayward tendencies who can­ 
not, under the law, be sent to the State 
Penitentiary. Girls will also be adm it­ 
ted, and the school will not be dissimilar 
in its workings to the Industrial School 
of San Francisco, except th at youths 
convicted of crime will in no case be ad­ 
mitted. 
A similar bill will be introduced 
iu the Senate by Senator Dray of Sacra­ 
mento. The two will doubtless be merged 
into one in the committee and passed 
with little or no opposition. 
Another measure which is attracting 
no little attention is fathered by Senator 
Murphy, of San Francisco, and provides 
for the pensioning of retired and dis­ 
abled police officers. It will be rem em­ 
bered that at the last session of the 
Legislature 
ex-Counselor 
Clark 
at­ 
tempted to pass a similar bill and that it 
waB decided 
to be unconstitutional. 
Senator Murphy says he has overcome 
the objections of the old bill, and is 
sanguine of the success of his present 
efforts for the benefit of th e supernum er­ 
ary policemen of the State. 
The order of business was reached in 
both Houses to-day, and when the intro­ 
duction of bills was called for nearly 
every member sprang to his feet and 
offered from one to ten bills. All these 
have been assigned to the proper com­ 
mittees, though, strange as it may seem, 
these committees are only in prospective, 
as they have not yet been appointed. 
Thus, as soon as the committees are 
formed, they will find an abundance of 
business on their hands. 
The first bill to be passed by the 
8enate will be that proposed by 8enator 
White for the appropriation of $3,360.32 
for the paym ent of the funeral expenses 
of the late Governor Bartlett. 
It will 
not go to any committee, but will pass 
by common consent. 


S a c r a m e n t o , January 12, 1889. 
As has already been intimated in these 
letters, the people of the southern sec 
tion of the State may be justly proud of 
their representatives 
in 
the present 
Legislature. Not only is it strictly trae 
that the Los Angeles and San Diego del­ 
egations are rated first in point of legis­ 
lative ability, but they have already 
taken the front rank as the busiest mem­ 
bers on the floor of either House. Your 
correspondent found aconditionof things 
at the Capitol late last night which so 
happily illustrates this latter fact, that a 
brief description of it m ay not be amiss. 
At the hour of adjournm ent yesterday 
at least six-tenths of the members of both 
Houses had their grips packed ready to 
take the afternoon trains for their various 
homes or other points where they might 
spend the time between now and the 
reassembling of the Legislature on Mon­ 
day afternoon more pleasantly than at 
Sacramento. Of the four-tenths of the 
people's servants who rem ained in the 
city a great many spent their evening at 
the Metropolitan T heatre: others worked 
the free list and witnessed a nose-smash­ 
ing exhibition between two pugilistic 
thugs at a K street variety d ive; a few 
others put in a portion of the night at a 
down-town faro back, and others still 
were scattered about on various missions 
of pleasure at the State’s expense. 
Learning 
these 
things, 
the 
first 
question which confronted the corres­ 
pondent from the south was: “ W here 
are the members of the Citrus Belt delega­ 
tion ?” With a view of satisfying him ­ 
self on this head, a search was made 
with the following result: Bowers of 8an 
Diego was found at the Golden Eagle 
Hotel, busily engaged on legislative mat­ 
ters of his own and offering suggestions to 
a brother member from a northern county 
relative to the proper wording of a bill. 
Assemblyman Nestor A. Young was 
trailed to his lodging house, where he 
was engaged in dictating to a short-hand 
clerk, (paid by himself), replies to a 
ecere or more of letters from his constit­ 
uents, and at the 
same time going 
through a bundle of thirteen bills with a 
blue pencil, after the style of a city 
editoi'on a police reporter’s copy. “ Dad” 
Brierly was 
brought to light in the 
Assembly Chamber, where he was try­ 
ing to post himself on the merits and 
demerits of the forthcoming measure for 
the taxation of the migratory bands of 
sheep. Senator McComas and Assem­ 
blyman Damron were both found discus­ 
sing the interests of thoir constituents 
and outlining their course on prospective 
bills. 
For 
a long 
time 
Senator 
Stephen M. 
W hite 
stubbernly 
re 
fused 
to 
be 
"discovered.” 
At 
last, 
however, and 
late at night, 
when the reporter had about made up his 
mind to have the river dragged for him ,he 
was found in No. 29, an out-of-the-way 
place in an equally out-of-the-way corner 
of the capitol buildimr. 
Answering the 
reporter’s knock the Senator appeared at 
the door, batiese and coatlesB, his dis­ 
heveled hair and beard giving him even 
a fiercer look than that which character­ 
izes him when he is “ standing off” an 
applicant for a clerkship. At a long 
table, which was literally covered with 
bills and petitions and resolutions and 
memorials, autl everything else in the 
line of legislative documents, sat a for­ 
lorn looking clerk, who seemed to be 
wavering between the hope that the re- 
f 
iorter was the bearer of a message call- 
ng the Senator away and the despair of 
living to see the work before him cleared 
up. 
It has come to be thoroughly known 
among the committe clerks th at a clerk­ 
ship under the Los Angeles Senator is by 
no means a sinecure. 
“ You need’nt 
look for anything soft on W hite’s com­ 
m ittees,” they say, “ he’ll make you earn 
your salary! ” 
And they speak the 
truth. An incessant and Hireless worker 
himself, and an uncompromising Bticlker 
for the utm ost fidelity to every trust and 
obligation, he applies to others the un­ 
varying rule by which he governs him ­ 
self ; and as he is regared an authority on 
all m atters legal and parlim entary, and 
as veri'able a m aster among his|fellowB 
in the Senate as the teacher is master of 
the pupils under his care, his rule will 
be found later on to apply as stringently 
to the most dignified Senator on the 
floor, as it does to the most unim portant 
attacbé under his control. 
As far as the Republican leadership in 
the Senate goes (and it must be con­ 
fessed that it does’nt go very far) it is 
difficult to determine to whom it is likely 
to be 
conceded. 
Thus far, it would 
seem to be about a “ stand off” between 
Heacock, Bowers 
and Wilson. 
The 
first named of this Republican trio is 
already termed the Great Objector, and 
very appropriately, too, for since the 
opening of the session he has done little 
but fina fault with the manner in which 
the patronage has been distributed. It 
is said that at the beginning of the ses­ 
sion Heacock thought himself capable of 
demonstrating to the majority that the 
vanquished were entitled to a slice of the 
spoils. It is needless to add that he has 
not as yet made any very serious inroads 
upon the old established political prin­ 
ciple that the victors only are entitled to 
the reward. 
Bowers and Wilson, on the contrary, 


complacently subm it to the inevitable 
and complain not. W hen the session is 
* fortnight older these two Republican 
Senators will have attained their true 
position in the body; thus far they have, 
with their Republican brethren, had 
little to do with the proceedings of the 
Senate. 
But, later on, when the num er­ 
ous parts of the big machine have been 
placed in position and everything is set 
for a sixty-days’ ran, tbev will come to 
the front with their trades and combina­ 
tions, and some interesting work may be 
•x pec ted. 
This is to be a sort of “ you tickle me 
and I’ll tickle you” session; that is to 
say, many of the different delegations 
have similar measures which they de­ 
sire passed, and a semi-tacit understand­ 
ing already exists to the effect that all 
such delegations are to “ stand in ” and 
help one another. Governor Waterman, 
however, is a bugbear which haunts 
the 
dreams 
of 
members with 
im portant bills. It lias been given 
out that he and his man Friday, as Mar­ 
cus D. Boruck is facetiously called, have 
sharpened up their big sbeath knife and 
are clamorous for scalps. 
Thus it is 
feared that many good and virtuous 
bills which can easily be passed through 
the House and Senate, will when they 
go to the Governor for approval, stop, 
short, never to go again. These fears are 
based on certain vague rumors to the 
effect that the Governor is constantly 
harassed by the apprehension that he is 
going to be imposed upon by this Demo­ 
cratic Legislature; that in his scant 
k owledge of the duties of bis import­ 
ant office, he is about to be made the 
victim of some huge practical joke which 
will make him an^object of universal rid­ 
icule and forever relegate him to the 
private 
life 
of 
a 
ranchman. 
It is hinted further, that the misery 
of 
His 
Excellency 
is 
augmented 
in no small degree by the remembrance 
of his late quarrel with Attorney Knight, 
and the threatening m anner in which 
that gentleman declared his intention of 
“getting even.” 
However true or false these reports 
may be, it is certain that the Governor 
has determined to hold him self aloof 
from all outside counsels, no 
matter 
from what source they may come. One 
of the most prominept Republicans in 
the Assembly said to me yesterday: 
“ Oh, W aterman is as stubborn as a 
mule. 
He won’t listen to anybody. He 
has grown fond of saying to all who call 
upon him , 
‘I’m running this 
here 
Governor’s office, and I ’m agoin' to run 
it to suit me.* ”

A carpenter by the name of Charles M. 
Johnson, living on State street in Brook­ 
lyn H eights, was killed yesterday by the 
kick of a horse. He was an elderly man 
nearly sixty years of age, living with his 
step-daughter and her husband, C. E. 
Loring. 
Yesterday morning abont 7 :30 o’clock 
Johnson went into the barn back of the 
house to take care of the horses. 
One of 
these was a young and rather wild mare 
which had been recently purchased by 
Loring.

There 
was a large bruise over the occipital 
bone. He died at a little befere 1 o’clock. 
Nellie Loring, the step-daughter of the 
deceased, testified to having seen John­ 
son come out of the barn evidently badly 
hurt. 
She testified also that there was 
no p e r s o n to be B een about the barn. C. 
E. L o r in g , her husband, testified to John­ 
son’s condition when, in answer to his 
w ife ’s summons, he went out into the 
vard to help the deceased into the house 
He asked the injured man w hat was the 
matter, but got no answer. 
The jury brought in a verdict that 
Charles M*. Johnson, a native of N va 
Scotia, married and 58 years of age, came 
to his death through injuries to the left 
side, produced by being kicked by a 
horse.

E d it o r s H e r a l d—There is in the H e r ­ 


d ’s local columns this morning a piece 
of information which I believe to be a 
mistake, and liable to disappoint others 
as I have been lately disappointed. 
I 
allude to the item headed, “ The liasa- 
Haqua Mines,” and the information is 
accredited to “ an arrival on the Pacific 
O verland.’’ The statem ent is made that 
the nearest point by which the Hasa- 
Haqua mining district can be reached is 
:he railroad station Sentinel, Southern 
Pacific railroad, sixty miles east of Y um a; 
that is sixty miles from there to the 
m ountains; and that a buckboard is in 
full swing between the mines and the 
railroad 
There m ust be a mistake about 
this. Week before last, by appointment, 
I met a gentleman at Sentinel, with 
whom I had engaged to visit the region of 
the new discovery, he to furnish transpor­ 
tation, supplies, etc. 
I found him await­ 
ing me at Sentinel, greatly disappointed. 
All there is of Sentinel is the ordinary sec­ 
tion-house,wretched quarters for Mexican 
and Chinese laborers, a telegraph station, 
pump and engine house, and an incipient 
“ saloon,” located in a stockade built of 
old railroad ties Bet on end and roofed 
over with canvass and mosquito branches. 
There was not only no buckboard line 
communicating with any other part of 
the world, but not even a horse or barro 
to be had for love or money, nor any kind 
of supplies or outfit for a j rnrney to the 
mines. 
We considered ourselves fortu­ 
nate in being able to buy cheese and 
crackers to appease our hunger. 
We were also informed that we were 
on the wrong (south) side of the Gila, 
which was then bank full and still rising, 
and that even if it were possible to croes 
the river, the country on the north side 
was for a long distance so cut up by 
deep sloughs setting back from the 
stream that it would not be practi­ 
cable to go to the mountains by that 
route. We were told that other disap­ 
pointed parties had been there and to 
various stations as far south as Gila 
Bend— wrongly informed as to the loca­ 
tion of the “ find,” or how to get to it. 
The information published 
in the 
H e r a l d is about the same as that which 
lured us to Sentinel, and I am certain 
that it is equally unreliable. I believe 
that it would'be the cheapest and most 
certain way for those who are inclined 
to go to the district and make a thorough 
prospect of the region to go directly to 
Phuenix. There are men there who know 
the ground and the most practicable way 
of getting to it, and at Phtcnix the neces­ 
sary outfit can be obtained. I am told 
on what ought to be and doubtless was 
good authority, that the discovery of 
placer gold, which has turned attention 
to that region, was genuine and import­ 
ant, but was all covered by one claim. 
Of course, the inference is th a t there 
must be more near b y ; at least tbe prob­ 
ability is strong enough to w arrant the 
investment of a few dollars and the 
necessary time and labor in m aking the 
investigation.
